Propose nursing home 
on Mockingbird Lane 


A. proposal to build a new 
nursing home in Granite City on 
a 10-acre tract of land on 
Mockingbird Lane was 
disclosed Monday night during 
the regular meeting of the City 
Council in a letter from the 
Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency denying a 
permit for a sanitary sewer 
tap-on for the proposed 
structure. 


‘The denial of the sewer tap-on 
was based on restrictions 
placed on. Nameoki area sewer 
extensions last August because 
of a bypass pipe that routes raw 
sewage into the Nameoki Ditch. 
The EPA said at that time that 
no further sewer extensions 
(using over 1,500 gallons of 
water per day) would be 
allowed until the Nameoki area 
sewer system was restored to 


normal use, 

In a letter signed by Bharat 
Mathur, supervisor of the 
Southern Area Sub-unit Permit 
Section, the council was told 
that the Nameoki area so 
restricted ‘‘includes the site of 
the proposed nursing home in 
question. Consequently this 
agency cannot, at this time, 
accept any applications for a 
sewer extension permit. 


The nursing home project has 
been developed by Jerry 
Maeras of Madison and calls for 
construction of a nursing home 
of 122 beds. Maeras declined 
yesterday to discuss details of 
the proposal until details of 
sewerage service and of an- 
nexation of the tract to Granite 
City can be resolved.

Evidence of 31 disturbances 
at Ricco’s II Lounge, 3675 
Nameoki Road, including a 
murder and a serious shooting 
there Dec. 8, was presented to 
Granite City Mayor Paul 
Schuler during a hearing 
yesterday on the establish- 
ment’s liquor license. 

The city’s case, presented by 
attorney Irvin Slate Jr., in- 
cluded allegations that em- 
ployes of the tavern’have been 
uncooperative with police, have 
lied about the murder case and 
have struck patrons with 
flashlights designed to injure 
them, 

It was alleged the 
management halted a practice 
of seizing false identification 
cards, hired known felons as 
bouncérs, and failed to 
discourage the injuring of 
patrons during peace distur- 
bances, according to the 
testimony. 

Numerous witnesses, in- 
cluding a dozen police officers, 
were called to the stand to tell 
about being called repeatedly to 
the establishment to quell 
disturbances and aid injured 
persons. 

John Bauman, a Belleville 
attorney representing Anthony 
“Tony” Augustine, contended 
that Ricco’s II is being treated 
unfairly by Mayor Schuler, 
acting as the city’s liquor 
control commissioner, and that 
most of the evidence presented 
by Slate and the witnesses was 
“hearsay” or not relevant to the 
question of whether the 
establishment should keep its 
liquor license. 

Slate opened the hearing by 
explaining that Augustine and 
Franton, Inc., owners of Ricco’s 
II, were notified the morning of 
the early morning murder that 
they were to close for seven 
days during the investigation. 

A hearing was called at the 
end of that period on the reasons 
for the seven-day suspension. 

Schuler -announced Friday 
that he would hold a hearing on 
whether the license -should ‘be 
permanently revoked, Slate 
explained.

City gets $22,925 
‘Christmas present’ 


An additional federal grant of 
$22,925 for repair of the Stearns , 
Avenue sanitary sewer break 
early this year has been 
received by Granite City “‘as a 
welcome Christmas present,” 
Mayor Paul Schuler. told the 
City Council Monday night. 

The money was alloted by the 
Federal Disaster Assistance 
Administration in addition to 
more than $68,000 allocated 
earlier in the year for,repair of 
the Stearns’ Avenue’ sanitary 
séwer break, the mayor said. 

Schuler said the grant ‘‘came 
as a surprise” after City 
Engineer Monroe Brewer sent a 
review of repair costs to the 
FDAA after the sewer repair 
work was completed. 

The mayor said the additional 
funds will finance virtually the 
full cost of the Stearns Avenue 


* break in the vicinity of Spalding 


and Boyle avenues, which 
amounted to $94,788. 

The Stearns Avenue break 
was one of the most severe in 
the Nameoki area during 1975, 
requiring extensive dewatering 
operations before the ground 
could be-excavated to make the 
repairs. 

Council members concurred 
in the appointment of David 
Anderson as a member of the 
police force. The appointment 
was recommended by the Board 
of Fire and Police Com- 
missioners in a letter by Elmer 
Miller, president of the board. 
‘The council recently authorized 
appointment of two additional 
police officers. 

‘An expense fund of $140 to 
permit Victor Koenig, director 
of the city’s Emergency Ser- 
vices and Disaster 
organization, to attend an 
executive committee meeting of 


the U.S. Civil Defense Council of 
Region Four at Chicago Jan. 2, 3 
and 4, was authorized. 

‘The council also approved an 
expense fund of $200 for Chief of 
Police Ronald Veizer to attend 
the annual conference of the 
Mlinois Chiefs of Police 
Association 
January 24-27. 

Council members authorized 
Mayor Schuler to sign an 
easement agreement with the 
Illinois Power Co. that ‘will 
permit access by Street 
Department .workers to the 
drainage ditch area at Nameoki 
Road and Highway 162 for the 

of cleaning out the 
drainage ditch. 

The open stormwater drain 
along Twenty-Third Street and 
Nameoki Road has become 
clogged with trees and brush, 
but cannot be reached from the 
street for dredging purposes 
because of the chain-link fence 
that skirts the ditch. 

Lionel Portell, city street 
superintendent, said the Illinois 
Power Co. has agreed to permit 
access to the ditch area over its 
property. 

In other action, council 
members also approved a 
motion by Alderman Earl 
Baker, chairman of the Fire 
and Water Committee, to 
readvertise for bids for in- 
stallation of the Opti-Com 
system.

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‘Wait and see’ attitude 
on elettion poll trends

Much °:has. been made «of 
Ronald Reagan surging ahead 
of President Gerald Ford inthe 
Gallup poll on the Republican 
Presidential nomination, but 
not by their respective top 
backers among Illinoisans «in 
the house. 

“Wait and see’”’ is the attitude 
of both Rep. Philip M. Crane of 
Mount Prospect, head of Illinois 
Citizens for Reagan, and Rep: 
Robert H. Michel of Peoria, 
House minority whip who 
supports Pres. Ford. 

‘They believe a. series , of 
events could have caused the 
‘extraordinary’? result 
described by the pollster. 

Gallup said Reagan’s move 
from 23 percentage points 
behind Mr. Ford in mid-October 
to eight points ahead in late 
November was the most 
dramatic change his 
Presidential poll has shown 
since Nelson Rockefeller’s 
remarriage in 1963 plummeted 
him below Barry Goldwater in 
their 1964 contest. 

“Polls give you an indication 
of sentiment ata given time and 
they can be misleading,” Crane 
said in an interview. “They can 
fluctuate over transitory 
issues.” 

Crane thinks the big swing 
may be explained by Mr. Ford's 
Cabinet shuffle, his firing of 
Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger, Reagan’s an- 
nounced candidacy, and an 
administration pictured by the 


press as inept and indecisive. 

In another two months I will 
be more impressed if Reagan’s 
lead holds firm,’’ concedes 
Crane. 7 

Michel views it the same way. 
He thinks Pres. Ford can “pick 
sup a considerable number of 
points if the Christmas. spirit 
does not envelop his activities.”” 

“Timing has~a great deal to 
do with the sentiment of those 
polled,” Michel says. “I would 
not expect the poll to hold up if 
Reagan stays ina shell for the 
next 60 days.” 


He is inclined to believe the 
former California governor will 
try to “make speeches everyone 
wants to hear” through January 
and February to draw reaction 
from the White House while 
avoiding a close probing by the 
press. 

“Tt is up to newsmen to ask 
Reagan the _ nitty-gritty 
questions. That's what- makes 
the system work.” 

But Michel says he is con- 
fident a bunch of ‘gutsy, feisty 
guys” will not let Reagan 
retreat into rhetoric, simply to 
snipe at Mr. Ford without 
being held to account for his 
own views, 

“That time has got to come 
inevitably,” Michel says. ‘The 
electorate will demand it.” 

As long as it is on the issues 
and not personalities, Crane 
agrees with Michel that the 
campaign, must probe deeply. 
Otherwisé, it will be ‘petty and 
spiteful," enough to turn off 
voters, 


Check home-canned 
food before eating

If you canned garden produce 
last summer, you are no doubt 
using those fruits and 
vegetables in the meals you are 
serving to your family now. It is 
important that you remember 
to check home-canned items 
carefully before using them. 

This is a measure which 
should ordinarily be taken by all 
home canners. It deserves 
special attention this year, 
however, because an estimated 
six million Americans tried 
home gardening, and many of 
them utilized home canning for 
the first time. 

When using home-canned 
items, examine each jar 
closely. A bulge or leak means 
that the seal is broken and the 
food has spoiled. 

Or, upon opening the jar, 
spurting liquid, off oder or mold 
indicate spoilage. 

Food that appears too soft or 
mushy may be spoiled. Don't 
use such food and be sure to 
destroy it so that animals, 
children or even adults do not 
inadvertently eat some of it. 

Even if all looks well, never 
taste home-canned foods right 
out of the jar. Bring vegetables 
to a rolling boil, and then cover 
and boil for at least 10 minutes. 
Heating. usually makes any 
order of spoilage more evident. 

If you closely followed can- 
ning directions, you should have 
little trouble from spoilage. 


Storing properly canned food 
in a cool, dry place will help 
retain good eating quality. 

Molds, yeasts and bacteria 
are the spoilers when it comes 
to home-canned foods. 

High-acid foods such as fruit 
and tomatoes are attached by 
molds, causing fuzzy growth or 
yeasts that bring about fer- 
mentation. 

Bacteria thrive in foods such 
as meats, poultry and 
vegetables. Their activity is 
evident when the food becomes 
soft. dnd slimy or provides an 
unusual off-odor. 

One bacteria that grows in 
tightly sealed jars of low-acid 
foods is Clostridium botulinum, 
which produces a lethal toxin. 
The bacteria is easily avoided 
by proper ;processing. 

Since it has caused deaths, its 
threat, however remote, 
remains a constant incentive 
for you to follow careful, correct 
and clean canning procedures.

INVENTORIES—LESS 
DOMINANT IN 1976 

Sudden changes in the policy 
of business toward inventory 
holdings in the year ahead wiil 
not be the dominating influence 
‘on economic activity that they 
have been in the past two years. 

‘The Arab oil embargo created 
fear of supply shortages and 
price increases. 

The ensuing splurge of in- 
ventory accumulation served to 
buoy 1974’s business for the 
better part of the year before it 
was realized that consumers 
had altered their spending 
pattern and that high borrowing 
costs were negating the cost 
benefits of stockpiling. 

The resultant turnabout in 
policy in favor of retrenchments 
in inventory holdings“and bank

Sch pronounced swings in 
iness inventories are not 
likely to be repeated in 1976. 

‘Theré may-be some stock- 
piling early in the year to hédge 
against the debilitating effects 
of a possible protracted tie-up of 
the nation’s trucking industry 
by the Teamsters early next 
spring, but for the most part 
labor negotiations during. the 
year ahead do not involve in- 
dustries which would require 
intensive strike-hedge  in- 
ventory accumulation. 

Moreover, the -somewhat 
more liberal consumer spen- 
ding pattern is* neither deep- 
rooted nor extensive enough to 
encourage merchants to load 
up.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 

The last major cyclical up- 
trend in industrial production 
peaked in the latter part of 1973. 

Except for a moderate ad- 
justment, factory” operations 
were sustained near that top 
level for almost a year owing to 
the scramble for inventories. 

Finally, however, the 
stagnation in consumer demand 
forced a drastic liquidation of

Industrial Production aH 
advanced steadily and 
somewhat more steeply than 
was thought likely 4 year ago. 
What with the gathering

While the strength js not 
evenly spread across the in- 
dustrial spectrum, the cyclical 
advance of automobile output 
and the more positive signs in 
the long-subdued home building 
sector aré optimistic. 

Consumer derhand for ap- 
parel, appliances, and home 
furnishings is also contributing 
to the industrial improvement. 
So even with allowances for 
possible strike interruptions, it 
now looks as if. 1976: can 
manifest an over-all upward 
trend, although factory 
production may not exceed the 
close-to-3 per cent long-term 
growth rate of the economy. 

Year-to-year comparisons 
are likely to be most impressive 
during the first four months 
since «corresponding 1975 
figures were in the cyclical 
trough of the recessions. 

‘Thereafter, gains will narrow 
even ds factory operations 
continue to make progress — ex 
strikes. 

This. may not seem im- 
pressive, but a predominantly 
upward trend at approximately 
the rate of the nation's basic 
growth is surely far more ac-

True, political overtones will 
be strong in much of the new 
year, and there may well be a 
push for business capital ‘ex- 
penditure incentives. 

Capital spending policies, 
however, are not likely to an- 
ticipate any- such favorable 
legislation but rather to wait 
and see. -

Also, the business advance will, 


still be in that stage where 
productivity improvements, 
increased use of idle facilities, 
and strict cost controls will help 
to provide favorable profits. 

In an effort to speed up the 
economy as an antidote to the 
high level of unemployment, it 
is a reasonable bet that the 
federal corporate tax structure 
will be kept as it was in 1975. 

Any broad sweeps of the 
threatened tax reform will hot 
take place in 1976 although 
there are likely to be hikes in 
levies by some 
municipalities. 

POSSIBLE LABOR 
PITFALLS 

Nineteen seventy-six will be a 
busy year for new labor con- 
tract negotiations. 

In fact, parleys are scheduled 
to hammer out fresh labor 
agreements virtually from the 
beginning through to the very 
end of the year, Among the talks 
will be those involving workers 
in clothing, _ electrical 
machinery, construction, and 
retailing. But the most crucial 

the economy as a whole will 
be in trucking and automotive 
production. 

Both these lines have far- 
reaching effects on the 
economy, and they are also 
rated as pattern setters for 
other’ bargaining sessions in 
1976 and subsequent years. 

While some labor observers 
express hope that depleted war 
chests of labor groups and 
flattened pocketbooks of 
workers because of the 
recession and inflation may 
discourage long and bitter 
walkouts, this is by no means 
certain. 

Labor representatives cite 
the costly spurt in living costs 
since the last contracts were 
signed, and they seek not only 
compensatory wage hikes-but 
also raises in anticipation of 
further inflation, 

Demands of union leaders 
will, moreover, be heighténed 
because of a healthier business 
climate along with the issuance 
of good corporate profits 
reports. 

But managements will be 
mindful of their profit margins 
and put up sufficient resistance 
to hold final wage settlements in 
the 6-10 per cent range. ‘ 

Even though raises will 
average less than union leaders 
seek, there will be a persistent 
push for such costly fringe 
concessions as health and death 
insurance, shorter hours. with 
the same pay, more liberal 
vacations and holidays, and 
other benefits. 

EMPLOYMENT AND 
PERSONAL INCOME 

The seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate, as a 
percentage of the total civilian 
labor force, peaked at™9.2 per 
cent in mid-May of 1975. 

Total employment slipped 
only about 3 per cent on a 
seasonally adjusted basis. Both 
barometers were slow in 
recovering, which was not 
unusual in view of the fact that 
curtailed workweeks are 
normally lengthened before 
additions are made to work 
forces. 


In 1976, unemployment will 


continue to ‘ease only 
grudgingly and will'do well to 
recede to the7 per cent mark by 
year’s end. 

Employment, on the other 
hand, can climb to new peak 
levels even without a sizable 
public “make work’’ program. 

The dis; between the 
jobless and employment 
sectors will bea reflection of the 
expansion in «the total labor 
force. 

With the ene work- 
weeks and the beefing up of 
staffs as the business advance 
makes further headway, per- 
sonal income figutes should 
make good reading in 1976.

The federal government, 
particularly, is saddled with 
prior commitments. Hence, 
mounting pressures for fiscal 
responsibility are not likely. to 
do more than pare some “ap- 
propriations, and‘ force cur- 
tailment and postponement of 
some lavish and low-priority 
items. 

Therefore, another huge 
federal deficit looms for 
calendar 1976, despite the 
moderating - influence of an 
increase in tax revenues. 

BUILDING AND 
CONSTRUCTION 

After a sharp two-year slump 
during which the seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of private 
housing starts tumbled from 2.5 
million units to somewhat less 
than 1 million wanits,) an im- 
provement in njortgage credit 
supplies spawned an ypturn for 
home building ih 1973. 

But even when the full year’s 
total is tallied, it will be well 
below the 1972 record and even 
less than the poorest showing of 
recent years. Babson's 
forecasts new housing starts of 
some 1.3 million units in 1976. 

Nonresidential construction 
will also improve steadily, but 
the gains will not be substantial 
and will lend business only mild 
support. 

FARM PROSPECTS 

Nineteen seventy-five was a 
fine year for agricultural 
output, but farmets did not fare 
well in terms of income. High 
operating cost’ and the em- 
bargo on grain exports held net 
farm income far below ex- 
pectations relative to the 
bumper 1975 crop. 

There: will) be a good 
carryover of key harvests for 
1976, although with the 
worldwide food shortages 
weather conditions will be 
crucial in the coming crop year. 
Better fertilizer supplies and 
costs, however, augur well for 
2976 totals. 

WAGES AND PRICES 

The expected advance in 
business for the year'ahead will 
mean gains in pay rates, 
employment, and the length of 
the workweek. 

So, 1976 consumers’ earned 
income should post sizable 
increases, which, in turn, will 
stimulate consumer confidence 
and demand. 

While price increases have 
been a matter of deep concern 
this past year, the impact was 
far less burdensome than in 
1974. 

Markdowns to spur consumer 
demand ard lower costs for 
some key raw materials helped 
restrain the overall price ad- 
vance; 1976 will not be as for- 
tunate, however, as_ the 
business uptrend will inevitably 
bring a firm-to-higher price 
pattern. 

With new wage boosts in labor 
contracts, there will be added 
price pressures. 

Any imperilment of 1976 crops 
could move prices sharply 
higher, and “lurking in the 
background &ilso is the threat of 
new hikes ip the:price of OPEC 
ail.

Treasury’s financings. 

Once inflationary forces 
regain. the ascendancy, 
however, the money supply 
may once again be curtailed as 
an anti-inflation move. 

The Babson staff looks for 
short-term money rates to 
hover near present levels. in the 
early part of 1976. 

With the approach of spring 
there should be an upswing 


_ continuing until late in the year; 


but the high may not quite reach 
the 10 per cent level. 

Since longer-term interest 
rates have receded only 
modestly in 1975, they will move 
up only a trifle in'1976.

STOCK AND‘BOND 
OUTLOOK 

Some easing of the New York 
City fiscal crisis in the waning 
weeks of 1975 made it possible 
for the stock market to wind up 
on a constructive note. 

Hence, the early part of 1976 
shoyld enjoy an optimistic 
climate. 

Over the year as a whole, 
however, the heavy labor 
agenda will keep investors on 
edge, as will the fear of in- 
flation. With prospects favoring 
a good — but not a lusty — 
business year, an upsurge ii 
stock prices vigorous enough to 
drive the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average significantly above the 
1000 mark is unlikely.

GAO says user charges 
probably would be passed on 
to shippers or receivers, 
causing some to seek alterna- 
tive transport. While the wa- 
terways industry '‘‘may suf- 
fer by the loss of business,” 
GAO sees such “favorable ef- 
fects” as relief of congestion 
at key locks (of which Lock 26 
at Alton, Ill., where delays of 
12 hours are not uncommon, 
is an‘example), less harm to 
the environment, some ener- 
gy savings and diversion to 
pipelines and railroads. 

‘The. movement of grain, 
soybeans and grain products 
will figure Heavily in any con- 
gressional consideration ’ of 
the waterways policy. 

Suct# commodities account 
for about 6 per cent of the to- 
tal inland waterways ton- 
nage, reaching 35 million tons 
in 1973,.. While barges handle 
only about 20 per cent of the 
tonnage movements, barge 
shipments represent about 30 
per cerit on a ton-mile basis. 

Because barge rates from

‘Until 
the full economic, inflation- 
ary, social and environmen- 
tai questions have been an- 
swered to the general satis- 
faction of both policy makers 
and the public, the concept

Gillia W. Long, a Louisi- 
ana Democrat, has recruited 
87 co-signers of a letter to the 
President opposing the user 
tax. They contend the con- 
sumer would ‘‘pay twice for 
the same service, once in the 
fornr of taxation for facilities 
and again in increased costs 
brought by users’ fees.””

ChristmaS in 1775 bore few 
resemblances to Christmas as it 
will be celebrated 200 years 
later. 

Christmas was controversial 


in that year of mounting ten- 
sions. The City of Boston was 
under British seige. 

Colonial Christmas 
celebrations were outlawed for 
a time in Massachusetts 
Ordinances urged _ that 
Christmas be kept with “more 
s@lemn humility.” 

‘And the rugged climate and 
hardships sapped much time 
and energy of early settlers. In 
Virginia, communities were few 
and scattered, and the threat of 
Indian attack made holiday 
travel hazardous or impossible. 

All of these factors kept 
Christmas a much simpler 
celebration than its counterpart 
in 1975, Yet, Christmas then 
appealed to all the senses just 
as does this December—200 
years later. 

Although some may em- 
bellish the quict colonial history 
of the celebration, isn’t it timely 
to ask ourselves: Is the 
Christmas spirit alive and well 
at the deeper level of caring and 
sharing among neighbors? 

Our troubled world is in dire 
need of more men and women of 


good will. 

‘As night follows day, there 
will be an outpouring of sen- 
timent and concern for the

the third quarter, according to 
figures released Monday. at 
Appleton, Wis. This compares 
with a gain of $139,668 or 16 
cents per share during the same 
quarter a year ago. 

The loss was principally 
caused by the write-off of Post’s 
entire investment in All-Star 
Insurance Corporation. 

Post transferred its 99.8 per 
cent ownership interest in All- 
Star to Stellar Investment Corp. 
under an agreement dated Oct. 
30, 1975. The transfer of shares 
was made without  con- 
sideration. 

Post's continuing operations 

principally newspapers and 
broadegst stations — earned 
$310,563 in the third quarter, an 
11 per cent increase over the 
same period a year ago. 

For the first nine months of 
the year, Post’s loss now stands 
at $2,159,386, principally caused 
by All-Star. This compares with 
a gain of $82,793 at the end of 
nine months in 1974. 

Post's operations other than 
All-Star have earned $855,784 
for the first nine months, 
compared with $715,152 a year 
ago. 

Publication of the third 
quarter and nine months figures 
was delayed because of ac- 
counting complexities involved 
in the disposition of All-Star.

Il cannot be held responsible for 
actions in the parking lot, in- 
cluding the murder. Liquor also 
is served in the bowling alley, 


_ he noted. 


Several police officers 
testified they have had no 
trouble telling the area where 
Ricco’s customers are parked 
from the areas where the 
theater and bowling alley 
customers park. 

‘Mrs. Nadine Harrison; police 


- records clerk, also was called to 


testify, but was dismissed after 
Bauman stipulated he believed 
the records presented by Slate 
were official police'records and 
have been properly maintained. 

Slate then called Capt. 
William Condis, chief of the 
Granite City detectives, to 
testify. 

Condis declined to answer 
specific questions about the 
murder investigation, saying he 
was under orders from Madison 
County State’s Attorney 
Nicholas G. Byron not to 
disclose details of that in- 
vestigation, pending arrest and 
conviction of the person or 
persons responsible. ~ 

Condis testified he had 
arrived on the.murder scene a 
short time after the murder and 
shooting. He said the employes 
of Ricco’s II gave assistance, 
but were not helpful to him in 
the early stages of the in- 
vestigation. 

Asked by Slate if his depart- 
ment had received false reports 
from some employes, Condis 
answered, “Yes.” 

He said Frank Urban, 
described as a_ bar manager, 
Waldo Curtis, Frank Serini and 
Russell Sherk, bouncers, and 
Jerry Geoppo, said to be a 
manager, all had said they were 
not on the-parking lot during the 
stabbing-shooting case but that 
all later admitted they had been 
there. 

Condis then contended that an 
individual “hampered our in- 
vestigation ... a good two and 
one-half days, due to concealing 
the truth.’’ 

He alleged that the individual 
had been given the murder 
weapon, a knife, after the 
stabbing, placed it in his pocket 
and “passed it to another 
employe for concealment.”” 

He said the knife later was 
given to police, who were told it 
was found in a wastebasket. 

“Each gave us a story and 
later contradicted it,’ Condis 
alleged. 

Slate said that it made no 
difference to the liquor license 
hearing whether employes’ first 
or second stories were true. 
“Bither way, it is a case of 
misleading your investigation,” 
he contended. 

Capt. Condis alleged that 
concealing of the knife for about 
four hours confused the in- 
vestigation. ‘‘We thought we 
were dealing with a shooting 
and were questioning people 
about that.” 

Bauman said the knife was 


given to the detectives within - 
‘three or four hours. ‘What 
possible difference does . that 
make?”, he asked. 

Condis replied, “I think it 
would have kept- us from 
releasing the...” He then 
stopped, reconsidered, and 
added, “‘I think it led us in the 

direction for some time)” 

He added, -“‘We — were 
questioning on ‘the theory it was 
a_gurrthat killed him,” 


He later testified, “If (an 
individual) had told us the truth 
about the knife at that time, we 
would haye known who the 
killer was. 

Bauman responded, ‘‘The 
man who did the stabbing was 
taken into custody so the delay 
(in obtaining the knife) did not’ 
stop that-from happening.”” 

Condis replied, ‘(He was 
taken in by a stroke of luck.” He 
explained that a man suspected 
of the stabbing later was 
released and no charges have 
been filed ‘as. of yet.” 

Slate asked Capt. Condis if 
evidence on the knife could have 
been disturbed during the 
concealment and the passing of 
the. knife to another employe. 

Bauman halted ° the 
questioning, saying, ‘‘I’ll 
stipulate to that. It’s. obvious. 
to anybody,” but contended it 
had no-bearing on the issue in 
question. 

“Even if you were given the 
knife immediately, you would 
have had to verify it was a 
stabbing and was the murder 
weapon,” the defense attorney 
contended, noting that police 
reports showed officers initially 
were unable to determine what 
caused the fatal wound. 

Condis theorized, “If Frank 
Urban told us he got the knife 
from a certain party and he 
surrendered it to us im- 
mediately . . . '"He stopped and, 
did not complete the sentence. 

Bauman thén speculated, 
“You would not have done 
anything differently in that 
three or four-hour period and 
you did not lose the right to take 
@ person into custody.”” 

“] disagree,” Condis said, 
obviously about to make a 
further statement, He then said, 
“This isa homicide. I can only 
go so far.”” 

Slate explained, “Homicide 
and possibly other charges are 
pending and we can’t delay this 
hearing, but have been ham- 
pered by the desire of the state 
not to hamper its other matter.” 

Bauman said the hearing was 
called ‘‘at the desire of the city 
and its failure to produce suf- 
ficient evidence is the fault of 
the city.” 

Slate asserted, ‘‘The city did 
not choose to have a homicide or 
this long series of fights.

Detective Don Knight was the

He said one employe was 
recently released from a 
federal penitentiary and is still 
on federal probation. 

He named a former employe, 
alleging that he had arrested 
him before, including once for a 
felony count of theft. The man 
later pleaded guilty to a 
reduced charge, it was testified. 
He left Ricco’s II employment 
before the murder case, it was 
noted. 

He displayed a ‘Kel-Lite” 
flashlight obtained from Ricco’s 
Il and said it was designed to be 


used as a club as well as a.

Brewer said that the sewage 
‘extension problem is being 
worked out and that an alter- 
nate plan which he thinks will 
be acceptable to‘EPA has been 
designed.

According to Brewer, the new 
plan. calls for connection of 
sanitary sewers of the nursing 
home to sewer lines that serve 
the Lexington subdivision. The 
original application asked for

The EPA noted 
that service of ‘the ADM plant 
and’ a nursing home could 
oyerload the lift station serving 
that line. 

Brewer said the new plan was 
devised after the EPA letter 
received by the council Monday _ 
night had been written.

Professor puts urban skills 
to use in role as alderman 


Carl Lossau, professor of 
earth science and planning at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, wears two hats. 

Under one hat, he undertakes 
the duties of a university 
professor. When he puts on the 
other hat, Lossau, is an alder- 
man on the City Council in 
Edwardsville, working with the 
problems of the community 

Lossau feels that both 
positions are educational. As 
professor, he is the teacher. As 
alderman, Lossau feels he is the 
pupil. ‘I'm getting ‘another 
college education out of this,”” 
he said. . 

‘There's no doubt about it that 
urban problems are his bag 
Before coming to SIUE more 
than 10 years ago, Lossau_was 
on the City Planning Com- 
mission staff in St. Louis. 
Before that, he was employed 
as a planner by the department 
of city" planning in Chicago. 

Lossau has found no conflict 
between the “needs of the 
community of Edwardsville and 
the needs of the university. If 
the question ever comes up, he 
says, he would do a lot of soul- 
searching before, making any 
decisions. 4 

“Being an elected official 
within the community, I feel a 
strong responsibility to 
represent my constituents 
rather than “necessarily being 
an advocate of the university's 
position,” Lossau. said. 

‘As one of the first faculty 


members employed by SIUE, 
he watched the buildings rise on 
the local campus. He has had an 
opportunity to observe the: 
university expand both in 
buildings and enrollment 
numbers. 

Lossau chose Edwardsville as 
a place to settle because he 
liked the small towniconcept. “I 
felt this kind of community 
would represent a good living 
environment in which to re 
children,” he said. 

“Edwardsville has fine 
residential areas, a/ good school 
system, and a sense of neigh- 
borliness where deep friend- 
ships can be developed,” he 
believes. 

The city has grown from a 
population of 10,000 when he 
arrived to 11,400 today. With an 
annexation program ahead, 
Lossau sees the population 
rising to 15,000 within the next 
few years 

He likes the idea of the city 
growing but, as he puts it, 
“growing in such a way that the 
city is not going to be pulled. 
apart.” Growth ja city can 
handle is best, he said 

“In Edwardsville, there don’t 
seem to be the diversive 
elements found “in many 
growing Cities.”

They 
settled on the outskirts and in 
other cities within commuting 
distance. And the university 
hired many people already 
living within the area. 

Lossau feels it is important 
that members of the university 
community and business 
community work together.

Advocate cites new laws on 
‘contracts, escrow accounts 


Nineteen seventy-five has 
been a year of steady gains for 
the Tlinois consumer, in the 
opinion of Celia Maloney, 
Illinois consumer advocate. 
New laws at both the state and 
federal levels will provide. in- 
creased protection for the 
consumer, she asserts. 

Of 26 bills introduced into the 
Illinois General Assembly this 
year through her office, three — 
the Escrow Accounts Act, 
Bilingual Consumer Contracts 
Act and Layaway Act — have 
been signed into law. 

Eight other’ consumer bills 
have been signed in Illinois this 
year, including laws that: 
require gasoline mileage in- 
formation to be posted on the 
price sticker of a new car; 
require merchants to state 
clearly -whether the mer- 
chandise is new, used or a 
demonstrator unit; and require 
a seller to indicate on ad- 
vertisements or coupons the 


regular price of the item. 

Major federal legislation on 
credit’ has been ‘enacted this 
year. According to the new 
Equal Credit Opportunity Act, 
creditors cannot discriminate 
on the basis of sex or marital 
status in granting credit. 

An amendment to the Truth- 
in-Lending Law, called the Fair 
Credit Billing Act, is intended to 
provide greater protection for 
users of credit cards. A law on 
consumer warranties also went 
into effect this year. 

The Consumer Advocate 
Qffice was active in other areas 
as well 

‘As a result of an investigation 
by the office into Illinois trade 
and vocational school abuses, 
the Illinois Office of Education 
secured passage of legislation 
providing for stricter regulation 
of that industry. 

In August, Celia Maloney 
announced the results of an 
eight-month investigation 


conducted by her office that 
uncovered the repeated misuse 
of the terms ‘‘sale’’ and 
“limited time offer” by 17 
Chicago area firms. 

.The Consumer Advocate 
Office handled thousands of 
complaints and inquiries from 
across Illinois and from other 
states. In one instance, the 
office saved, an Illinois ’ con- 
sumer $13,000, she said. 

The office continued in 1975 to 
expand its public information 
services. Pamphlets and in- 
formation sheets are available 
to consumers in both English 
and Spanish on renting, credit, 
door-to-door. sales, auto repair 
and other topics. *
